An  Act  to  abolish  exemption  from  land  revenue  enjoyed  by  holders  of  certain 
•states  in  the  Island  of  Salsette  in  the  Bombay  Suburban  and  Thana 
Districts  in  the  State  of  Bombay. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  abolish  exemption  from  the  payment  of  land  revenue 
enjoyed  by  the  holders  of  certain  estates  in  the  island  of  Salsotto  in  the  Bombay 
Suburban  and  Thana  Districts  in  the  State  of  Bombay  and  to  provide  for  certain 
other  matters  hereinafter  appearing ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Salsette  Estates  (Land  Rovenue  Exemption  Short  title, 

Abolition)  Act,  1951.  extent  Mid 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  villages  specified  in  the  Schedule  in  the  Bombay  Suburban 
and  Thana  Districts. 

(t?)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may,  by 
notification  in  the  Official  Gazette , direct. 

2.  (2)  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject  or  context, — Definitions 

(а)  “Code”  means  the  Bombay  Land  Rovenue  Code,  1879; 

*[(oa)  “ Collector 99  includes  an  officor  appointed  by  the  State  Government  to 
perform  the  functions  and  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Collector  under  this  Act ;] 

(б)  “ estate  ” means  a village  or  a part  thereof  specified  in  the  Schedule,  and 
held  under  a kowl ; 

(c)  “ estate-holder  ” means  a holder  of  an  estato  and  includes  any  person  law- 
fully holding  under  or  through  him; 

(<f)  “kowl  ” means  a leafe,  a farm  or  an  agreement  under  which  an  estate  is 
held  from  the  State  Government ; 

(e)  “permanent  holder  ” means  a eutidar,  a fhilotridar,  a poaeant  proprietor 
or  a holder  who  was  in  possession  of  the  land  in  an  estate  before  the  grant  of 
the  kowl  and  whose  rights  have  not  boon  acquired  by  tho  estate-holder  or  who 
permanently  holds  any  land  on  payment  of  assessment  to  the  estate-holder; 

(/)  ° Schedule”  means  the  Schedule  appended  to  this  Act, 

(2)  Any  Woids  or  expressions  which  are  defined  in  the  Code  ard  not  defined  in 
this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  the  moaning  given  to  them  by  the  Code. 

3.  (I)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  kowl,  a decree  or  order  of  Liability  of 
a court  or  any  other  instrument  or  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force,  but  subject  to  J*nd  in 
the  provisions  of  sub-section  (3), — 

(а)  all  lands  in  any  estate  are  and  fhall  be  liable  to  the  paymont  of  land  revenue  tj\d  extin- . 

to  the  State  Government  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code  and  the  guishment  of 
rules  made  tbereui.der ; holder’s 

(б)  (i)  an  estate-holder  in  respect  of  any  land  which  is  in  his  actual  possession  right  to 

as  an  estate-holder  or  is  in  the  possession  of  any  person  who  holds  the  same 
through  or  under  him  and  who  is  not  a permanent  holder,  ai  d and  reversion

*halJ  he  primarily  liable  to  the  State  Government  for  tho  payment  of  land  revenue 
due  in  respect  of  such  land  held  by  him  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
shall  be  liable  to  all  the  obligations  in  respect  of  such  land  under  the  Code  or  the 
rules  made  thereunder  or  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in  force  : 

Provided  that  the  amount  of  any  rent  or  a f urn  of  money  payable  by  the  estate- 
holder  as  consideration  or  otherwise  under  the  terms  of  the  kowl  shall  no  longer 
be  leviable. 

(2)  The  right  to  recover  assessment  in  respect  of  any  lard  held  by  a permanent 
holder  and  the  right  of  reversion  or  lapse,  if  any,  in  re-pect  of  such  land  under  the  ^ 
terms  of  the  kowl  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  extinguished. 

(3)  Nothing  in  sub-section  {/)  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  the  right  of  any  person 
to  hold  any  land  in  an  estate  wholly  or  partially  exempt  from  the  payment  of  land 
revenue  under  a special  contract,  or  grant  made  or  recognised  by  the  terms  of  the 
kowl  in  respect  of  the  estate  or  under  a law  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  favour  of 
any  person  other  than  the  estate-holder. 

4.  (a)  All  waste  lands  in  any  estate  which  urder  the  terms  id  the  kowl  are  not 
the  property  of  the  estate-holder, 

(6)  all  waste  lands  in  a,ny  estate  which  under  the  terms  of  the  kowl  are  the 
property  of  the  estate-holder  but  have  not  been  appropriated  or  brought  under 
cultivation  before  the  14th  August  1951,  ai  d 

(c)  all  other  kinds  of  property  referred  to  in  section  37  of  the  Code  situate  in  an 
estate  wh;ch  is  not  the  property  of  any  individual  or  an  aggregate  of  persons  legally 
capable  of  holding  property  other  than  the  estate-holder  ard  except  in  so  far  as  any 
rights  of  persons  may  be  establb  bed  in  or  over  the  same  ard  except  as  may  be  other 
wise  provided  by  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force,  together  with  all  rights  in  or 
over  the  same  or  appertaining  thereto, 

are  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  property  of  the  State  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  dispose  of  and  soli  the  same  by  the  authority  jn  the  maimer  and  for  tho  purposes 
prescribed  in  section  37  or  38  of  the  Code,  as  the  case  may  be. 

5,  The  rights  to  trees  specially  thoce  reserved  by  the  Code,  the  Indian  Forest,  XVI 

Act,  1927,  or  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in  force,  shall  vest  in  i he  State  Govern-  of 
ment  and  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  in  any  way  affect  the  right  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment to  apply  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Forc:t  Act,  1927,  as  in  force  J[in  theXVl 
pro-Rcorganisation  State  of  Bombay,  excluding  the  transferred  territories]  to  forests  192'^^- 
in  any  of  the  estates.  yy 

6.  Save  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Act,  the  provisions  of  the  Cod# 
shall  apply  to  lands  in  any  estate. 

7,  { 1 ) If  any  estate  holder  or  any  other  person  is  aggrieved  by  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  as  extinguishing  or  modifying  any  of  his  rights  in  any  property 
and  if  such  estate  holder  or  person  proven  that  ruch  extinguishment  or  modification 
amounts  to  transference  to  public  ownership  of  :>ueh  proporty,  such  estate  holder 
or  person  may  apply  to  the  Collector  for  compensation. 

(2)  Such  application  shall  be  made  in  the  form  pic  cribod  by  rules  made  under 
this  Act  within  six  months  from  tho  date  on  which  this  Act  conics  into  force.

Provided  further  that,  in  the  case  of  the  extinguishment  or  modificaton  of  any 
other  right  of  any  estate  holder  or  any  right  of  any  other  person,  the  Collector  shall 
be  guided  by  the  prqvisons  of  sub-section  (1 ) of  section  23  and  section  24  of  the 
Land  Acquisition  Act,  1894. 


1[(J^4)  (i)  Where  the  officer  making  an  award  under  sub-section  (3)  is  a Collector 
under  this  Act  but  not  a Collector  appointed  under  section  8 of  the  Code  and  the 
amottotdf  such  award  exceeds  five  thousand  rupees,  then  the  award  shall  not  be 
made  without  the  previous  approval  of — 


(a)  the  Collector  appointed  under  section  8 of  the  Code,  if  the  amount  of  the 
award  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  rupees,  or 

(5)  the  Commissioner,  if  the  amount  of  the  award  exceeds  twenty- five  thousand

(d)  the  Commissioner,  if  the  amount  of  the  award  does  not  exceed  one  lakh  of

(5)  the  State  Government,  if  the  amount  of  the  award  exceeds  one  lakh  of 
rupees.

(0)  In  dec:d:ng  appeals  under  sub-sect  on  (5),  the  Bombay  Revenue  Tr  banal 
shall  ezero  se  all  the  powers  wh  ch  a court  has  and  follow  the  same  procedure  wh  ch 
a court  follows  in  dee  ding  appeals  from  the  decree  or  order  of  an  original  court 
under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  1£08. 

8.  Every  appeal  made  under  this  Act  to  the  Bombay  Revenue  Trbunal  shall 
be  filed  within  a per  od  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  award  of  the  Collector. 

The  provisions  of  sect  one  4,  6,  12  and  14  of  the  Indian  Limitation  Act,  1908  ^ 
shall  apply  to  the  filing  of  such  appeal.  190sc 

On rt  tot,  9.  N‘  -twithstand’ng  anything  contained  in  the  Court- fees  Act,  1870,  every  appeal  vn  of

10.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  in  any  way  be  deemed  to  affect  the  application 
of  any  of  the  provision*  otthe  Bombay  Tenancy  and  Agricultural  Lands  Act,  1948,  Bom. 
to  any  of  the  lands  in  any  estate  or  the  mutual  rights  and  obligations  of  an  estate 
holder  and  his  tenants;  save  in  so  far  as  the  said  provisions  are  not  in  any  way 
inconsistent  with  the  express  provisions  of  this  Act. 

11.  The  State  Government  may  make  rules  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  Such  rules  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  of  previous 
publication  and  shall,  when  finally  made,  be  published  in  the  Official  Oawctte.
